In Prison He Appears Happy and Grows 
v Fat. 

One of the strangest of. all the strange 
phases: of human nature is the. cheerful¬ 
ness of the average murderer after con¬ 
viction and sentence. There are, of 
course, exceptions to the rule; there* 
are murderers who await execution in 
horror and dread, and occasionally one 
diet, of this torment before tbs fatal day 
arrives. But these are rare cases and do 
not affect the correctness of the propo¬ 
sition that the average murderer is a 
rather cheerfnl person, sleeps well, has 
a good appetite, grows fat, and, till his 
last honr> manifests a lively interest 
in such worldly affairs as occupied his 
mind before,he was caught, caged and 
marked for the hangman, j 

Trouble of mind is not conducive to 
the taking on of fat. A convict whose 
day of death had been finally fixed, and 
who had no ground on which to base 
the faintest hope of clemency, might 
affect cheerfulness or even jocularity in 
the presence of visitors. But there is no 
affecting a growth of adipose. The man 
whose weight is increasing day by day, 
even in the shadow of the gallows, is 
not in mental distress. The mind and 
body are too closely related for either 
to be tormented without the full partici- 
pancy of the other. Here is an extract 
from a reporter’s account of a visit to 
Harry Hayward, at Minneapolis, who 
was put to death for one of the most 
cruel,: cold blooded murders ever per- 
petrated: 

“ ‘Do you think you will hang?’ 

“ ‘Yes, I think I will, old man,’ 
Hayward replied. His face did not 
change color, nor did he flinch. Then 
he continued, laughing: ’A fellow has 
to go some time, and it might as well 
be one time as another.. Only X wish it 
well done and no bungling. But, by 
the bye, what do you think about the 
Corbett and Eitzsimmons fight—or rath¬ 
er the one that did not come off? I will 
tell you what I believe. I think Eitz 
was afraid of Jim. I would hate to see 
Jim get whipped, for he is an Ameri¬ 
can. ’ But the fight will never come off 
pow, ’ he added. 

“ ‘How isyonr health, Mr. Hayward?’ 

“ ‘Splendid. When I came in here, I 
weighed 160, hut e I have gained 40 
pounds. You see, I have had nothing 
to worry me, have slept well and eaten 
heartily and will continue to do so un¬ 
til the end.’” 

If this were an exceptional case, it 
would he interesting only as a possible 
indication of lunacy. But it presents 
nothing that is unusual. It is strange 
only because it is impossible for the av¬ 
erage mind to conceive of such cheerful¬ 
ness, such indifference, under the con¬ 
ditions surrounding this man.—Wash¬ 
ington Post. 



A DOMESTIC CALAMITY. 


Extermination of the Wild Carrot. 


A correspondent inquires how to sup¬ 
press the wild carrot. * This is certainly 
a pestilent weed, but it is rarely trou¬ 
blesome in cultivated fields, and this 
shows that it can be kept down by mod¬ 
erate cultivation, and if thoSveed is de¬ 
stroyed in waste places it will soon be 
comparatively harmless. If the plants 
are mowed off as often as the flowers 
appear, they will eventually he de¬ 
stroyed, although they will continue to 
throw out stems from the bottom after 
each cutting, so that at first they will 
appear to increase, rather than dimin¬ 
ish. Sheep will eat the young plants, 
and they can he pulled out by hand 
when the ground ig^wet, which is a la¬ 
borious, hut sure, means of extirpation. 
If the root is cut off with a spud some 
distance below the surface of the ground, 
the plant will usually die. A detailed 
account of this and many other of our 
aggressive weeds will befound in Farm¬ 
ers’ Bulletin, No. 28, published by the 
United States department of agricul¬ 
ture, with the best means of exterminat¬ 
ing the individuals and different classes 
of weeds.—Garden and Eorest-. 


Four Doughty Veterans. 

One of the French papers which have 
been devoting a great deal of attention 
to Napoleon Bonaparte of late has been 
entertaining its readers by having a 
census: made of the sole remaining sur¬ 
vivors of Napoleon’s grand army.

101 years and one month, 100 years and 
one month, and 100 years and a few 
days. 

All are as hearty and vigorous as 
can be expected, in spite of their experi¬ 
ences as long as 82 years ago in that ter¬ 
rible retreat when the beggarly remnant 
of the greatest army the world has ever 
seen, worn out with cold and hunger, 
angrily called to the victor of Marengo 
and Austerlitz to get off his horse and 
share in the miseries of his men. 


-A Fireproof Cement. 

An important result attended a test 
made by order of the Reichsbank—the 
German government’s banking estab¬ 
lishment— with a safe made of ce¬ 
ment with steel wire placed in between. 
The question to be decided was whether 
it, is practicable to build vaults of this 
material for safety against fire. A safe 
was placed upon a pyre of logs drenched 
with kerosene, which, after being set 
on fire, kept the safe for half an hour 
exposed to a heat of about 1,800 degrees. 
E.—that is, a heat in which iron 
will mbit. Two hours after the safe was 
opened, and the contents—silk, paper, 
draft blanks and a maximum thermom¬ 
eter—were found to be absolutely unin¬ 
jured, and the maximum thermometer 
showed that Within the safe the tem¬ 
perature at no time during the test rose 
above 85 degrees.
